This company was organized in 1872 with the intent to build 
a 146-mile railroad between the coal and iron mines of 
Eastern Kentucky and West Virginia. The central vignette 
chosen features one of the great pioneer personalities of 
American history, a figure quite familiar to everyone in 
Kentucky and Virginia, Daniel Boone, who helped settle 
Kentucky in the 1760’s and 1770’s. At Boonesborough on 
April 24, 1777, Simon Kenton, a Virginia-born associate of 
Boone’s, saved Boone’s life three times during an Indian 
attack. Unfortunately, investors failed to come to the rescue 
of the organizers and these bonds were never issued.

Helpful Hints For Easy Reading of Price List Entries 

We apply the same abbreviations and conventions when formatting a price list as we do in our auction catalogues. We have tried to 
explain the terminology used, in the order in which these abbreviations and conventions generally appear in our descriptions. Please 
take a moment to read what follows: 

“C” Numbers - Our own inventory numbers which are used strictly for identifying certificates. Each new item we list gets a unique 
number. Please use the “C” number when you place an order. 

Corporate Title - The name of the corporation or organization appears in Bold type. In order to save space we usually eliminate words 
such as “Company”, “Inc.”, “Limited”. RR stands for Railroad; Rwy for Railway. 

State, Territory or Country Abbreviations - The first parenthesis in each item description contains the abbreviation for the State, 
Territory or Country. This usually indicates where the company was incorporated. Standard post office two-letter abbreviations are 
used for states. “(NY)” means the company was incorporated in the state of New York. Note that in some cases the company may have 
been incorporated in one place, but actually located elsewhere. See “locations ” below. 

Date - After the state of incorporation the actual date the certificate was issued appears. When there is no date on the certificate we give 
an approximate date, and this is indicated by “ca” preceding the date. When we have more than one of a particular certificate we may 
give a range of dates. 

Locations are printed in Italics. Sometimes a company is legally incorporated in one state, but has a physical presence in another state. 
“Alaska Gold Mining (NY) 1900. Nome. 10 shs.” is incorporated in New York, but mentions mines located in Nome, Alaska. 

Stock, or Bond? - “Share”, “Shares”, “shs.” indicate stock certificates. $500, $1000, $5000, etc. indicate bond denominations. 

Bonds often have coupons (which were redeemable for interest payments). We use “Cu”, “Cb” or “Cs” to indicate where the coupons 
are attached. “Cu” means Coupons underneath; “Cb” means that the coupons are bound, usually to the top of the certificate; “Cs” indi¬ 
cates there are coupons on the side. 

Colors - We indicate colors as follows: 

bl(blue), br(brown), go(gold), ma(maroon), gy(gray), or(orange), ol(olive), gr(green), pi(pink), ye(yellow), li(lilac), pr(purple), rd(red). 

Issued, Unissued, Proof, or Specimen- 

Issued certificates have dates, serial numbers, denominations, and signatures all filled in. All certificates in this price list are issued 
unless otherwise stated. Unissued certificates may have the dates, denominations and/or the signatures blank. “U” is sometimes used to 
indicate unissued. Proofs are special examples not meant for general use. They are printed on special “India” paper so that the impres¬ 
sions are extremely sharp. Proofs were used by the engravers to check their own work, and by the banknote companies for final 
approval by customers. (See page 15 for further information). Specimens are also special examples, not meant to be issued. They are 
made from the regular printing plates on regular paper, and they were used by the banknote companies and clients for comparison 
purposes. Specimens may have serial numbers “00000”, or no serial numbers at all. (See page 51 for further information) 

Printer’s names - Most certificates have the the printer’s name somewhere on the front. In the interest of saving space, we use two, 
three or four letter printer abbreviations. “ABN” (American Bank Note Company) is the one most often encountered, and in general, 
anything with the ABN imprint, or with the imprint of any of their predecessors is of the highest quality. Please see page (55) for a com¬ 
plete listing of printer’s abbreviations. 

Cancellations - When stocks or bonds are redeemed, they are cancelled with a rubber stamp, a neat hole punch, a razor blade or some 
similar device. Neat cancellations are simply viewed as a normal element of the certificate. We only mention cancellations when they 
are unusual or somewhat obtrusive. The following abbreviations relate to cancellations: 

“POC” punch out cancels - small holes that have been punched 
“Heavy POC” - larger hole cancels 

“COC” - cut-out cancels; these may be large or irregularly-shaped hole cancels, made with a razor, knife or scissor 
“CC’c” - cut-cancels, slits made with a razor or special canceling device. 

Grade - We have made every attempt to adhere to the same conservative grading standard we use in our auction catalogues. Most of the 
certificates in this price list are VF+, which stands for Very Fine, perhaps better. This is a clean, bright certificate with a few moder¬ 
ate folds, a grade that is more than acceptable to most collectors. EF means Extremely Fine. These certificates have minor folds, or no 
folds at all, and are exceptionally clean and bright. (Please see page 36 for more detailed information on grading). 

Illustrations - Most of the examples in this price list are illustrated. When a certificate is not illustrated “(np)”, which stands for no 
photograph, will appear in the description. 

Quantity - {1}, {3) - Indicates how many of a particular certificate you may order. {1} means please limit your order to only one 
{3} means you may order three or more.

The 
initial offering of $6.5 million in stock 
sold out in three hours, but the euphoria 
proved to be premature. The war came to a 
speedy end and the company lost its 
government contract. In 1922 Henry Ford 
paid $8 million for Lincoln Motors, thus 
acquiring his own much-needed luxury car 


division.

By 1872 the Studebaker Brothers of 
South Bend, Indiana, were already one of 
the largest manufacturers of vehicles in the 
world. Their contract to supply the Union 
forces with wagons during the Civil War 
had been quite lucrative, and in 1902 they 
began to produce electric cars designed by 
Thomas Edison. During the late twenties, 
Studebakers were winning more races than 
the company could keep track of, and they 
seemed to be headed for total success, but 
in 1928 Studebaker acquired Pierce- 
Arrow. The worsening economic climate 
and the financial burden of this large 
acquisition led to receivership in 1933.

What Are “Proofs”? 

The highest quality stocks and bonds were printed from engraved steel or copper plates. A proof is a sample impression on very soft paper (“India paper”), 
usually mounted on card stock. Because the paper is very soft and the plate is newly-engraved, every line is clearly and sharply transferred. The first impres¬ 
sions on special paper were never utilized as monetary instruments. Proofs were used by the engravers to check the accuracy of the work as it progressed. The 
final proofs were sent to the clients for approval. The printing run began only when the final proof, initialed by the client, was returned to the banknote com¬ 
pany. Early progress proofs (pre-1860’s) are rarely encountered. Often, only the final approval proof was filed away in the banknote company’s archives. The 
fragile nature of the India paper and the large format of most certificates resulted in real storage problems. Large proofs had to be folded to fit into standard 
file drawers, and over time, many certificate proofs were were lost or destroyed. Plate cancellation proofs also exist. These represent the final impression, 
taken before the plate was destroyed. Easily distinguished from first impression proofs, the cancellation proofs are usually printed directly on to card stock 
and are usually clearly identified by rubber stamp impressions.

Before The Civil War North Carolina spent large sums on the construction of railroads. During the War Between the States the 
North inflicted massive damage to track and rolling stock. Afterwards, North Carolina issued large amounts of bonds to assure the com¬ 
pletion of the roads and to help them get back on a profit making basis. Among the largest beneficiaries were the Western North 
Carolina Railroad, which was given batches of bonds, the second, represented here, amounting to $3 million, (numbered 4001 to 7000), 
the Wilmington, Charlotte and Rutherford Railroad, which also received $3 million worth of bonds, (numbered 1-3000) and the 
Atlantic, Tennessee and Ohio Railroad, of which only $147,000 worth were issued. All issues were dated April l, 1869 and matured in 
April 1899. 

Unfortunately for the lenders, these issues were handled so carelessly that there was a great deal of mass corruption and waste, 
and very little actual road construction was accomplished. Soon, there was a loud outcry. Governor William W. Holden, a former newspa¬ 
per editor who had turned against the Confederacy in 1862 and who had been appointed and then elected the state’s chief executive, found 
himself in grave difficulties. While he had not profited personally from this lax state of affairs, he protected those who had. And as the 
man who had signed the bonds, he was held responsible for their issue. In 1870, the Democrats won control of the legislature and 
impeached him in eight articles. Convicted on six of these, he had to flee the state to avoid indictment and conviction on a variety of crim¬ 
inal charges. The bonds were subsequently declared to have been illegally authorized and issued and their repudiation was upheld by the 
courts.

Grading Terminology 

Unlike coins and paper money, the grading of stocks and 
bonds has not developed to the point where everyone agrees on or 
uses similar standards. The very nature of stocks and bonds defies 
a grading system based, for example, on wear, or folds. 

Instead of trying to develop a strict grading system, we have 
used terminology designed to convey a strictly subjective impres¬ 
sion of the items we endeavor to describe. 

Fair - A certificate with extreme handling, fold splitting, stains, 
small pieces or tears. 

Fine - Slightly below average. Folds may be heavy with splits 
slightly into the design elements, but with no pieces missing. More 
severe flaws will be mentioned. 

Very Fine (VF) - The average grade of most of the stocks and 
bonds we encounter. 

A Very Fine share certificate will have several light to moderate 
folds, and the paper will show obvious wear or softness. Bonds 
that were originally folded by the printer may have several addi¬ 
tional folds. There may be minor edge roughness, but any splits 
that extend into the designs will be described. Very light soiling is 
typical, but heavier stains or foxing will be mentioned. 

Very Fine+ (VF+) - Obviously used or worn, but brighter or clean¬ 
er than the average example. 

Extremely Fine (EF) - A well above average example. Stocks may 
show a few light to moderate folds. Bonds that were originally 
folded may have a few light to moderate extra folds. The paper 
will retain most of the original crispness and brightness. The mar¬ 
gins will be free from noticeable edge splits, stains or other prob¬ 
lems. 

Extremely Fine+ (EF+) - As made, or nearly so. 

All certificates are Very Fine unless otherwise mentioned.

The organization of corporations for 
business purposes in the United States 
began, for all intents and purposes, with the 
development of privately-maintained toll 
roads.

The significance of this company is indicated by Edison’s personal vow that he would 
find the right way to make a battery - “If it takes me seven years and $1,750,000”. In the end it 
would cost more and take longer. The reason Edison decided to devote 
so much time and money to this product was the emergence of the 
automobile. In the early years of the twentieth century, electric 
automobiles buzzed about the streets of our cities, powered by 
heavy, leaky and expensive lead-based batteries. Gasoline pow¬ 
ered cars had not yet been perfected. The market for a cheap, 
light reliable automobile battery was enormous. By 1904, 

Edison was convinced his new battery was ready. With his 
usual humility he announced that he had “revolutionized the 
world of power” and initiated “the age of stored electricity”. He 
went into full production. Sales were encouraging, but reports 
began to filter in of leaky containers, uneven performance and 
voltage drops. Sales continued to be strong, but Edison halted production pending further research and development. At the time 
this certificate was issued they had tried over 10,000 experiments, and no solution was in sight. While all this was happening, Henry

John D. Rockefeller (1839-1937) started his business career as 
a bookkeeper. By the age of 19 was a partner in a produce business. 
Rockefeller became aware of the investment possibilities in the 
petroleum business, but he felt that leasing properties and drilling 
were highly speculative activities. He chose, instead, to concentrate 
on refining, transportation, distribution and sales of petroleum prod¬ 
ucts. In 1870 he organized the Standard Oil Company with four 
other shareholders. By offering stock in return for property and 
services, he proceeded to achieve control of over 90% of the 
refineries in America. 

Rockefeller attempted to convince two brothers, John and 
Hugh Huntington, that they would be better off taking stock 
than cash as payment for a series of fire-proof roofs they had 
installed in his refineries. John reluctantly agreed, and he 
received this certificate. The other brother, Hugh, made what 
may have been the biggest blunder in financial history. He 
refused to accept what he thought would turn out to be worth¬ 
less stock. 

Henry Morrison Flagler (1830-1913) was one of the driving 
forces behind the success of Standard Oil. He also organized 
the Florida East Coast Railway and built large scale hotel 
resorts in St. Augustine.

In 1879 numerous oil refining, pipeline and related companies secretly assigned 
their stock to a board of nine trustees, and received trust certificates in return. The 
trustees had legal and voting rights, the shareholders got the profits. In 1882 the exis- 
tance of the trust organization became known and public agitation led to litigation. It was 
in response to the public outcry over the alledged abuses of the Standard Oil Trust 
Company that Congress passed the Sherman Antitrust Law stating that “Every contract, 
combination...or conspiracy in restraint of trade or commerce among the several 
states...is...illegal.”

Cornelius Vanderbilt (1794-1877) was one of America’s greatest financial successes. His business career began in the waters of New York Harbor, fer¬ 
rying customers people back and forth between Manhattan and Staten Island. He borrowed a hundred dollars from his parents and 
bought his own boat, beginning a career in shipping and transportation that would result in a fortune of more than one hundred 
million dollars. 

By the time the War Between the States was underway, “Commodore” Vanderbilt had earned well over twenty million 
dollars through his steamboat ventures, and he had the inclination to get involved in something new. Vanderbilt possesed 
a lot more railroad experience than most people gave him credit for, having been a director of the Long Island Railroad, 
the New Jersey Central, and the Stonington Railroads. He already knew a great deal about financing and operating tr 
portation systems from his steamship experiences. 

Vanderbilt’s involvement with the New York and Harlem Railroad came about as the result of his rocky relationship 
with Robert L. Schuyler, president of the New York and New Haven Railroad. Schuyler fraudulently issued 2,210 shares 
of the New York and New Haven which he gave to the Commodore as collateral for a large loan. The railroad’s directors 
later refused to recognize Vanderbilt’s shares and he was forced to take them to court. While all this was happening 
Vanderbilt discovered that he had been taken a second time by Schuyler, who disappeared with the $93,000 deposit 
Vanderbilt made towards the purchase of New York and Harlem bonds. When the dust finally settled, Vanderbilt agreed t( 
become a member of the board and a major stockholder of what was then considered to be the least attractive railroad investment 
in the country, (see item C4683 on the following page) 

At the end of 1862 the stock traded at $27. An application was made to the City’s Board of Aldermen to allow the line to extend down from Union 
Square to the Battery. Persuasive lobbying was employed, and the Board of Aldermen, having happily invested in New York 
and Harlem shares themselves, approved the application. The stock shot up to $70. This gave Daniel Drew the idea to 
short the stock. He undertook a clandestine campaign to get the Board to rescind the Railroad’s application. Drew 
badly underestimated Vanderbilt, who had the shares and capital to ride out just about any storm. By the time 
Vanderbilt was through, New York and Harlem had risen to 179, and the shorts, including Drew and the Board 
Members, were ready to cave in. The New York and Harlem’s application was approved again. Drew, still con¬ 
vinced he could beat Vanderbilt, attempted to get the State Senate to approve the route of a rival railroad in 
Manhattan. Vanderbilt was not amused, and this time he was able to run the stock up against the shorts all the way 
to $285! 

While he was busily engaged in stock market activities Vanderbilt did not ignore the operational aspects of the New 
York and Harlem, and by 1866, the year this certificate was issued, the road began paying handsome dividends. 

The Commodore's signature is rarely seen on stock certificates, and this offering may not be repeated for many 

years.

Robert Schuyler and Commodore 
Vanderbilt were old friends, having trans¬ 
acted steamboat business together. In 
1854, Schuyler, then president of the New 
York and New Haven Railroad, found 
himself in need of funds. He went to his 
old friend and requested a personal loan 
for a large sum of money. The 
Commodore agreed, with the stipulation 
that sufficient collateral be provided. 
Schuyler complied by handing over 2,210 
shares of New York and New Haven 
Railroad Stock. What Vanderbilt didn’t 
know was that Schuyler had issued the 
shares fraudulently. During the same year 
Vanderbilt agreed to purchase $1,000,000 
worth of New York and Harlem Railroad 
bonds from Schuyler. Schuyler took a 
deposit of $93,000 from Vanderbilt, and 
fled the country, apparently taking all the 
cash with him! 

While the average investor would not 
have survived these experiences, 
Commodore Vanderbilt was far from aver¬ 
age. He proceeded to sue both railroads 
with a vengeance. A deal was struck with 
the financially embarrassed boards of 
directors and Vanderbilt eventually gained 
control of the New York and Harlem, and 
the New York and New Haven Railroad. 
He later turned both positions into huge 
gains.

Rogers was not only one of the dominant 
figures in the petroleum industry, but was 
also involved in a number of copper, gas, 
railroad, and banking operations.

Leland Stanford (1824-1893) was an 
American railroad magnate, financier and 
politician. He financed and promoted the 
Central Pacific RR, the Western link of the 
transcontinental railroad and organized the 
Southern Pacific RR. He was Governor of 
California (1861-63), and U.S. Senator 
from 1885. He founded the Leland 
Stanford Jr. University, now Stanford 
University, in memory of his son. Stanford 
was one of the most important railroad 
builders in U. S. history and one of “The 
Big Four” railroad kings. 
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Confederate States of America Bonds 



The War Between the States was one of the most dramatic events in American history. In April of 1865, the smoke cleared 
and the last bugle call sounded, but the debate over why the South lost began in earnest and continues to this day. Many 
historians believe that it was financial failure that led to the defeat of the Confederate States. Large quantities of bonds and 
banknotes were issued from the Confederate Capital in Montgomery and later, Richmond, only to become worthless when the 
War ended. Most of this paper was thrown away, burned or converted to rags, but some was saved, in the forlorn hope that the 
United States would eventually redeem the notes and bonds of the Confederacy. 

The Civil War series on Public Television has sparked renewed interest in just about everything connected with the War 
Between the States, and those pessimists who threw away, burned or destroyed Confederate notes or bonds would be shocked 
and surprised to see what prices these items now realize! Interest seems to be growing daily while very few new bonds come 
onto the market. Our advice is to add a few to your collection while you still can.

The Greatest Show On Earth 



Widely recognized as the most beautiful and sought-after post- 
1960 American stock, Ringling Brothers is a wonderful example of 
multi-colored security printing in circus poster style. The attention and 
expense lavished on this issue can only be explained by the value that 
circus people attach to what they refer to as “flash.” Roughly translat¬ 
ed, “flash” is a brilliant display used to attract attention. The history 
of the company dates back to the 1923, when the Ringling Brothers 
formed a partnership with Barnum and Bailey. In 1929, John 
Ringling borrowed over $1,000,000 and bought out many smaller, 
competing shows. Three years later he chartered a Delaware corpora¬ 
tion called Ringling Brothers - Barnum and Bailey Combined Shows, 
Inc. Ringling Brothers merged with Mattel in 1971. When Ringling 
Brothers stockholders were asked to trade in their circus stocks for 
Mattel certificates many refused. They were reluctant to part with 
their beautiful certificates and Mattel officials had to work out an 
accommodation. Mattel offered to stamp the Ringling Brothers 
certificates in a comer and return them to the original owners. Some 
were stamped and returned, while others remain in the hands of their 
original owners to this day. This may explain why so few examples 
are available to collectors.
